Dwells on Joys of Christian 
Rev. Walker’s sermon dwelt espe­ 
cially on the need of a 
triumphant 
joyful Christian life. It was declared 
that the high aspirations and long­ 
ings of the human heart could never 
be realized until the soul could live 
in joy and triumph. At the close of 
his sermon the speaker exorted his 
hearers to do their utmost for the 
success of the $75,000,000,-drive now 
on among Southern Baptists. , 
“See how much we can over sub­ 
scribe this amount,” said the speaker, 
“do not see how little you can give. 
I f we fail of tbe 75 million goal, for 
25 years to come, Southern Baptists 
will be branded as slackers.” 
, 
Mr. Walker declared: “We are too 
prone to look on our mistakes, disap- 
" pointments and failures. We are too 
apt to look upon the cross of Christ 
as of pain, suffering, sacrifice and 
disaster. 
But what a wrong concep­ 
tion. * Christ made the cross the em: 
blem of victory and triumph.
